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As  the  Nation's  principal  conservation  agency,  the  Department  of  the  Interior  has  responsibility  for  most  of  our  nationally  owned  public  lands  and 
natural  resources.  This  includes  fostering  the  wisest  use  of  our  land  and  water  resources,  protecting  our  fish  and  wildlife,  preserving  the 
environmental  and  cultural  values  of  our  national  parks  and  historical  places,  and  providing  for  the  enjoyment  of  life  through  outdoor  recreation. 
The  Department  assesses  our  energy  and  mineral  resources  and  works  to  assure  that  their  development  is  in  the  best  interest  of  all  our  people. 
The  Department  also  has  a  major  responsibility  for  American  Indian  reservation  communities  and  for  people  who  live  in  Island  Territories  under 
U.S.  administration. 
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Introduction 


Such  complexities  hamper  the  public's  ability  to  stay 
informed  and  involved  in  public  land  management. 


Public  lands  are  managed  under  the  concept  of  mul- 
tiple-use, meaning  many  different  uses  are  considered. 
Every  year,  multiple-use  management  becomes  in- 
creasingly more  complex  as  a  greater  number  of  users 
place  additional  demands  on  a  limited  resource  base. 

Adding  another  level  of  complexity  are  the  new  environ- 
mental laws  being  enacted  each  year  through  state/ 
federal  legislatures  and  court  rulings. 


This  mailer  (update)  is  part  of  an  effort  to  enhance 
public  notification  as  a  means  of  encouraging  effective 
involvement  in  public  land  use  planning,  decisionmaking 
and  management  processes. 

Maps  of  the  two  resource  areas  in  the  Burns  BLM 
District  are  included  in  Appendix  A  for  reference  pur- 
poses. 


What  To  Expect  In  This  Document 


A  flexible  format  will  be  maintained  for  this  annual 
mailer;  however,  the  mailer  will  have  the  following 
major  sections  every  year: 

Plan  Implementation  Progress  Reports.  Regular 
progress  reports  will  be  made  on  implementation  of 
the  land  use  plans.  For  instance,  in  this  year's  mailer 
is  a  status  report  on  the  Andrews  Management 
Framework  Plan.  Future  issues  may  include  other 
documents  such  as  Rangeland  Program  Summary 
Updates. 

Reports  on  Topics  of  High  Public  Interest.  A  number 
of  topics  of  high  public  interest  within  the  District  will 
be  included  in  this  section.  For  example,  this  edition 
features  reports  on  the  Steens  Initiative,  Fire  Reha- 
bilitation Efforts,  Borax  Lake  Geothermal  Explora- 
tion activities,  Wilderness  Study  Areas,  and  gold 
exploration. 

Environmental  Assessment  Register.  An  environ- 
mental assessment  (EA)  register  has  been  distrib- 


uted by  eastern  Oregon  BLM  Districts  to  interested 
individuals  and  groups  for  several  years.  The  format 
of  the  EA  register,  however,  has  recently  been 
refined  and  its  scope  expanded  to  include  more 
detailed  descriptions  of  the  proposed  action. 

Volunteer  Program  Catalog.  Volunteer  service  on 
public  lands  is  an  increasingly  popular  activity  with 
many  individuals  donating  countless  hours  each 
year.  This  section  will  be  used  to  highlight  some  of 
these  valuable  contributions.  This  section  will  also 
list  needs  and  opportunities  for  ongoing  or  special 
volunteer  projects  in  the  District. 

Mailing  List  Update.  The  District  maintains  a  number 
of  mailing  lists  which  must  be  updated  periodically  to 
verify  addresses,  and  subsequently  reduce  mailing 
errors/costs.  A  clip-out  form  is  included  for  you  to 
complete  and  return  to  assist  this  updating  effort. 
Another  purpose  of  this  clip-out  mailer  is  for  your  use 
in  providing  feedback  to  the  district,  particularly  in 
regards  to  the  format  and  content  of  this  mailer. 
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Progress  Report  on  Implementation  of  MFPfor 
Andrews  Resource  Area 


A  review  of  the  objectives  and  accomplishments  for  the 
Andrews  Management  Framework  Plan  (MFP)  indi- 
cates the  resource  area  has  made  considerable 
progress.  Accomplishments,  areas  of  concern,  and 
proposed  measures  of  significance  are  discussed  be- 
low; MFP  objectives  and  specific  accomplishments  are 
listed  in  Appendix  B.  Included  in  that  appendix  are 
original  objectives  established  in  the  MFP  published  in 
1982,  and  those  of  its  1989  amendment. 

The  grazing  program  has  been  showing  steady 
progress.  Accomplishments  in  livestock  grazing  man- 
agement have  resulted  in  improved  forage  condition  as 
well  as  increased  forage  production.  Analysis  shows 
that  forage  allocations  are  currently  within  proper  use 
guidelines  in  all  allotments  except  for  Pueblo-Lone 
Mountain,  where  the  district  is  concentrating  efforts  to 
resolve  allocation  problems. 

i 

Improved  grazing  management  has  also  been  benefi- 
cial in  enhancing  management  of  wildlife  habitat  by 
improving  forage  on  several  thousands  of  acres.  As  a 
result,  big  game  forage  needs  are  being  met  over  most 
of  the  resource  area.  There  are,  however,  approxi- 
mately 45,000  acres  in  the  Pueblo  Mountain  and  north 
Steens  Mountain  areas  that  are  currently  deficient  in 
both  forage  quality  and  quantity.  Further,  elk  (which 
were  not  considered  in  the  1 982  forage  allocations)  are 
increasing  in  numbers  on  the  Steens  and  placing 
greater  demands  on  these  limited  resources.  Future 
big  game  forage  allocations  will  need  adjusting  to 
accommodate  the  elk  population  target  numbers. 

This  improved  habitat  management  has  led  to  the 
reintroduction  of  bighorn  sheep  in  the  south  Steens  and 
Sheepshead  Mountains.  Previously  existing  bighorn 
populations  in  the  Steens  and  Pueblo  Mountains  are 
doing  well. 

Closer  management  of  livestock  grazing  on  the  district 
lands  has  resulted  in  improvements  in  water  quality  of 
most  streams  in  the  Steens  Mountains.  A  recent 
analysis  of  the  313  miles  of  streamside  riparian  areas 
located  in  the  Andrews  Resource  Area  shows  that  20 
percent  are  showing  improvement,  62  percent  are 
stable,  and  18  percent  are  deteriorating. 

The  management  of  wild  horses  continues  to  be  one  of 
the  resource  area's  priorities,  with  accomplishments 
there  being  on  target. 


Another  management  priority  forthe  resource  area  has 
been  Areas  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  (ACECs). 
In  the  past  10  years,  there  have  been  five  ACECs 
designated  in  the  Andrews  Resource  Area.  Periodic 
monitoring  indicates  these  ACECs  are  meeting  objec- 
tives outlined  in  most  management  plans.  An  area  of 
concern,  however,  is  the  Long  Draw  RNA  where  a 
change  may  be  necessary  in  grazing  use  to  maintain 
the  area's  natural  features.  Additional  compliance 
efforts  and  construction  of  the  Steens  Summit  Fence  is 
proposed  to  prevent  livestock  from  drifting  into  the  Little 
Blitzen  RNA  and  the  high  Steens  ACEC. 

Recreation  is  increasing  in  importance,  particularly  in 
respect  to  the  Steens  Mountain  area.  This  importance 
is  evidenced  in  Appendix  B  by  several  objectives  which 
are  specific  to  that  area. 

The  Burns  BLM  District  has  enhanced  Harney  County's 
recreational  pursuits  (hunting/fishing)  by  improving 
access  to  public  lands  through  easements  or  land 
acquisitions,  and  by  implementing  grazing  systems 
which  improve  aquatic  and  terrestrial  wildlife  habitats. 
Another  example  of  recreational  enhancement  is  the 
designation  in  1988  of  72.8  miles  of  the  Donner  und 
Blitzen  River  as  wild  under  the  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers 
Act. 

In  other  efforts,  recreation-oriented  activity  plans  have 
been  prepared  to  accomplish  MFP  objectives.  Al- 
though these  plans  are  in  effect,  some  objectives 
(including  the  implementation  of  an  interpretive  pro- 
gram and  visitor  management  program  on  the  Steens) 
have  been  delayed  due  to  lack  of  funding.  Other  listed 
objectives  (i.e. ,  Steens  winter-use  program  and  closure 
of  a  portion  of  the  "Loop"  road)  are  controversial  and  will 
therefore  be  addressed  in  the  Resource  Management 
Plan  which  is  scheduled  for  preparation  to  commence 
in  two  years.  The  analysis  process  for  this  document 
will  offer  opportunities  for  public  input. 

Because  there  were  a  number  of  areas  where  inadvert- 
ent off-road  vehicle  (ORV)  use  was  potentially  damag- 
ing to  many  resource  values,  the  district  established 
guidelines  to  regulate  use  of  vehicles  on  Steens  Sum- 
mit and  ORV  use  districtwide. 

Another  resource  value  receiving  considerable  interest 
in  the  district  has  been  minerals  (see  related  story  in  this 
mailer  about  Borax  Lake). 
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New  BLM  surface  management  policies  will  help  en- 
sure proper  reclamation  of  public  lands  and  alleviate 
some  concerns  about  possible  environmental  degra- 
dation normally  associated  with  mining  activities.  In- 
creased rehabilitation  efforts  on  abandoned  or  seldom- 
used  material  sites  will  reduce  impacts  also. 

Overthe  pastfive  years,  the  district  has  acquired  some 
important  historic  structures.  The  Riddle  Brothers 
Ranch  on  the  Steens  was  acquired  in  1 985  (see  related 
story  about  this  ranch  under  'The  Steens  Initiative" 
report).  The  Wildhorse  Ranch  site  includes  an  historic 
saloon  and  stagecoach  stop;  analysis  and  mainte- 
nance of  these  buildings  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  1 992. 


Accomplishments  for  Lands/Realty/Access  section  in- 
dicate that  the  land  tenure  adjustment  program  is 
proceeding  in  accordance  with  the  MFP  as  amended  in 
1 989.  Land  exchanges  are  designed  for  acquisition  of 
high  value  resource  lands  in  areas  which  typically 
receive  heavy  public  use,  or  which  contain  important 
wildlife  values.

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The  Steens  Initiative 


The  Steens  Mountain  area  commands  a  dominant 
position  in  both  the  geographic  and  cultural  characterof 
the  region.  Public  lands  on  the  mountain  play  host  to  a 
wide  variety  of  visitors  and  resource  users.  The  area's 
relatively  small  size  and  its  variety  of  uses  make  it  an 
excellent  area  for  multiple-use  demonstration  and  edu- 
cational purposes. 

Because  of  the  importance  and  uniqueness  of  the 
Steens  area,  the  Burns  District  is  emphasizing  an 
ongoing  initiative  to  highlight  the  lands  on  the  Steens  as 
a  showcase  for  BLM's  multiple-use  mission.  Another 
purpose  of  this  initiative  is  promotion  of  partnerships 
with  various  private  interests,  state  agencies  and  other 
federal  agencies.  Recognizing  that  private  lands  make 
up  a  substantial  portion  of  the  Steens,  the  needs  of 
adjoining  landowners  and  constituents  will  be  consid- 
ered. 

BLM  has  always  managed  the  Steens  under  the  mul- 
tiple-use concept.  The  recreation  resource,  just  one  of 
many  resources  BLM  considers  in  the  management  of 
an  area,  is  however  receiving  particular  attention  in  the 
Steens  in  response  to  an  increased  interest  in  public 
lands  for  recreation  nationwide. 

In  1971, there  were  152, 129  acresof  public  lands  on  the 
Steens  designated  as  Recreation  Lands  due  to  their 
high  scenic  and  recreation  values.  These  lands  have 
been  managed  to  provide  for  varying  needs,  ranging 
from  grazing  for  livestock  and  wildlife,  to  protecting 
unique  plant  species  and  historical  sites. 

The  District  provides  several  visitor  services,  including 
some  campgrounds,  on  the  Steens.  One  campground 
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is  at  the  base  of  the  mountains  and  two  are  located  near 
the  top.  One  area  near  the  top,  Pate  Lake,  is  privately- 
owned  but  the  landowner  accommodates  recreationists 
by  allowing  camping.  Access  to  the  campgrounds  and 
scenic  views  is  over  Steens  Loop  Road,  a  recently 
designated  Back  Country  Byway.  A  visitor  center, 
where  maps  and  brochures  are  available  to 
recreationists,  is  available  through  the  summer  months 
at  Frenchglen. 

The  Steens  support  eight  livestock  grazing  allotments 
administered  by  BLM.  The  Steens  also  provide  habitat 
for  Kiger  Mustangs,  bighorn  sheep,  deer,  elk,  sage 
grouse,  and  bald  eagles. 

In  addition,  72.8  miles  of  the  Donner  und  Blitzen  within 
the  Steens  complex  received  Congressional  designa- 
tion as  a  Wild  and  Scenic  River  last  year.  In  conjunction 
with  such  designation,  plant  communities  are  being 
inventoried  along  the  river  through  a  partnership  with 
The  Nature  Conservancy.  Other  inventories  are  planned 
for  riparian  conditions,  redband  trout,  water  quality, 
aquatic  habitat  and  cultural  resourcesto  provide  baseline 
data  for  developing  management  plans. 

An  ad  hoc  group  has  been  established  for  the  Donner 
und  Blitzen  Wild  and  Scenic  Management  Plan.  The 
10-member  team  will  advise  BLM  about  concerns  of 
groups  they  represent,  such  as  the  livestock  industry, 
recreation,  wildlife,  wild  horses,  private  landowners, 
fisheries,  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife,  and  the  Oregon  De- 
partment of  Fish  and  Wildlife.  Expected  completion 
date  of  the  management  plan  is  September  30,  1991 . 
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Recreation 

The  Steens,  which  is  not  a  range  of  mountains  but 
rather  one  30-mile  long  mountain,  is  predominantly  a 
day-use  area. 

To  highlight  unique  values  and  visitor  opportunities  on 
the  Steens,  the  District  has  nominated  a  second  Back 
Country  Byway  to  be  called  the  Diamond  Loop.  This 
byway  would  go  from  Frenchglen  to  Diamond  and 
include  the  Malheur  Wildlife  Refuge.  A  Back  Country 
Byways  Dedication  to  celebrate  Steens  Loop,  Dia- 
mond Loop,  and  Hart  Mountain  is  being  planned  forthis 
fall. 

A  team  of  interpretive  specialists,  including  BLM  and 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  personnel,  has  been  orga- 
nized through  a  cost-sharing  partnership  to  design 
visitor  centers,  kiosks,  and  signs  for  the  Steens  Moun- 
tain, the  refuges  and  the  vicinity. 

With  the  support  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  the 
information  booth  at  Frenchglen  is  being  staffed  7  days 
a  week  during  the  peak  season  this  summer  instead  of 
just  on  weekends. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  the  aesthetics  of  the  area,  the 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  will  also  assist  BLM  with 
equipment  to  clean  up  an  unauthorized  dump  site  in 
Diamond  Craters. 

Acampground  is  being  constructed  at  Mann  Lake  at  the 
base  of  the  east  side  of  the  Steens.  Harney  County  is 
providing  equipment  and  gravel  for  campground  con- 
struction, and  funding  is  being  provided  by  the  Marine 
Board  and  Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife. 

Campground  hosts  are  again  stationed  at  Fish  Lake 
and  Page  Springs  Campgrounds,  and  BLM  specialists 
scheduled  interpretive  tours  and  talks  at  the  camp- 
grounds throughout  the  summer. 
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Restoration 


Structures  built  in  the  late  1 800s  on  the  Riddle  Brothers 
Ranch  will  continue  to  be  restored  this  year  as  the  first 
phase  of  preparing  the  historic  ranch  for  visitors.  The 
ranch,  acquired  by  the  BLM  in  1989,  has  been  listed  on 
the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.  Other  plans 
call  for  restoration  of  the  ranch's  willow  corral,  foot- 
bridge, Desert  Meadow  dam,  barn  and  juniper  stock- 
ade corral  to  give  visitors  a  glimpse  into  the  history  of 
ranching  in  the  west. 


Range 


The  range  staff  is  preparing  five  allotment  management 
plans  (AMPs),  with  emphasis  on  areas  having  riparian, 
sensitive  and  other  unique  vegetative  resources.  The 
plans  will  include  recommendations  for  improving  or 
maintaining  the  area's  ecological  condition.  Develop- 
ment of  the  plans  involves  consultation  with  permittees, 
other  people  who  use  the  areas  (known  as  affected 
interests),  and  BLM  specialists  knowledgeable  in  wild- 
life, archeology,  mineral,  and  plant  resources.  Work 
groups  will  be  used  as  in  the  past,  if  necessary,  to  help 
resolve  any  resource  conflicts. 


Riparian 


Each  allotment  will  be  managed  for  improvement  of 
their  riparian  areas.  Where  treatment  is  not  feasible 
due  to  other  constraints,  the  area  may  be  fenced.  For 
example,  livestock  will  be  excluded  from  the  creek  on 
the  Mud  Creek  Allotment  by  a  fence  that  keeps  the 
cattle  out  of  the  riparian  area,  but  gives  them  access  to 
the  creek  for  drinking  water  at  several  points.  This 
fencing  is  being  accomplished  with  the  help  of  chal- 
lenge grant  moneyfromthe  Oregon  Department  of  Fish 
and  Wildlife. 

Riparian  areas  need  vegetative  cover  to  screen  sedi- 
ment and  build  up  stream  banks,  especially  during  the 
February-March  spring  runoff.  Allotments  having  an 
early  grazing  treatment  on  the  riparian  areas  will  allow 
livestock  grazing  after  that  yearly  flood  event,  but 
require  livestock  to  be  removed  in  time  for  plants  to 
renew  their  vigor  before  the  next  year's  spring  flood. 
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Since  acquiring  the  Wild  Horse  Canyon  Allotment  in  the 
spring  of  1 991 ,  BLM  is  beginning  three  years  of  nonuse 
that  will  increase  the  rate  of  restoration  of  the  riparian 
vegetation  along  Wild  Horse  Creek.  In  addition,  main- 
tenance will  be  done  on  existing  projects  including 


approximately  17  miles  of 
Krumbo  Creek,  Bridge  Creek, 
the  Lower  Blitzen,  and  five 
fences  in  wetlands.  New 
projects  include  building  a  ri- 
parianfenceon  Krumbo  Creek 
to  enhance  the  fisheries  habi- 
tat and  riparian  recovery,  and 
implementing  juniper  control 
on  the  North  Steens. 

The  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
is  also  assisting  with  a  fencing 
project  at  Knox  Springs. 

Public  Outreach 

BLM  will  produce  several  new 
brochures  this  year  and  also  a 
new  map  of  the  south  half  of 
the  District  encompassing  the  Steens. 

For  any  additional  information  about  the  Steens  area, 
contact  either  Don  Cain  (Associate  District  Manager)  or 
Glenn  Patterson  (Andrews  Resource  Area  Manager)  at 
the  Burns  BLM  District. Land  Ownership  Consolidation 


Land  Ownership  Consolidation 


Public  land  frequently  is  intermingled  with  private  and 
state-owned  lands.  Where  such  mixed  ownership 
occurs,  BLM  often  tries  to  consolidate  land  holdings  to 
facilitate  management. 

Consolidation  in  the  Burns  District  is  accomplished 
primarily  through  exchanges;  where  exchange  is  not 
feasible,  land  purchase  is  utilized. 

In  the  past  decade,  BLM  has  conveyed  about  17,000 
acres  in  the  Andrews  Resource  Area  to  private  owner- 
ship in  exchange  for  acquiring  about  16,000  acres  of 
private  lands.  In  other  land  exchanges,  the  resource 
area  gained  about  75,000  acres  from  the  state  of 


Oregon.  The  latter  case  involved  conveyance  of  lands 
in  the  Three  Rivers  Resource  Area  to  the  state. 

In  the  Three  Rivers  Resource  Area,  BLM  acquired 
approximately  7,000  acres  of  private  land  in  transac- 
tions which  conveyed  about  8,000  acres  from  BLM  to 
private  ownership.  The  resource  area  also  conveyed 
about  170,000  acres  to  the  state  in  exchange  for 
approximately  79,000  acres  being  acquired  from  the 
state.

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Borax  Lake/Geothermal  Exploration 


The  Borax  Lake  and  its  resi- 
dent fish,  the  Borax  chub,  have 
been  in  the  news  frequently 
the  last  several  years.  Geo- 
thermal  exploration,  which  has 
the  potential  to  impact  both 
the  lake  and  the  chub,  has 
also  received  considerable 
attention. 

The  elevation  of  the  lake  above 
the  surrounding  land  isolates 
the  chub  from  nearby  springs 
and  makes  the  lake  perimeter 
susceptible  to  human  distur- 
bance. Past  modifications  of 
the  perimeter  have  diverted 
water  from  natural  overflow 
areas. 

Geothermal 
Energy 


Due  to  the  presence  of  hot  springs  and  its  geology,  a 
large  portion  of  the  Alvord  Valley  was  designated  by  the 
U.S.  Geological  Survey  (USGS)  as  a  Known  Geother- 
mal Resource  Area  (KGRA)  on  August  1, 1974.  Prior 
to  any  leasing  in  the  KGRA,  the  Alvord  Desert  EA  was 
completed  in  January  of  1 975.  Lands  within  the  KGRA 
are  offered  at  competitive  lease  sales  and  lands  outside 
the  KGRA  are  available  for  noncompetitive  leasing. 

Prior  to  1981,  approximately  100  exploratory  geother- 
mal wells  were  drilled  in  the  Alvord  KGRA.  Since  1 981 , 
however,  no  wells  have  been  drilled  there  except  forthe 
exploratory  well  drilled  by  Anadarko  in  October  of  1 989. 
That  hole  went  to  a  depth  of  1 ,479  feet  and  was  flow 
tested  for  22  hours.  It  was  tested  at  a  maximumflow  rate 
of  400  gallons  per  minute  and  sustained  a  temperature 
of  305  degrees  fahrenheit.  This  is  the  only  well  that  has 
been  flow  tested  in  the  Alvord  Valley. 


There  are  many  dry  holes  and  other  holes 
that  encountered  low  temperature  water  in 
the  area  one-half  mile  south  of  Borax  Lake, 
but  no  geothermal  reservoir  of  sufficient  size 
and  temperature  for  power  generation  has 
been  located  to  date.  Drilling  and  testing  is 
required  to  make  any  further  determinations. 


Should  such  a  reservoir  be  confirmed,  there  would  be 
potent  ialforgeothermaldevelopmentforelectric  power 
production.  Produced  fluids  from  such  an  operation 
would  be  returned  to  the  reservoir. 

Borax  Lake  Chub 

Although  first  collected  in  1934,  the  Borax  Lake  chub 
was  not  described  as  a  new  species  until  1 980  at  which 
time  it  received  emergency  listing  as  an  endangered 
species.  The  final  ruling  of  this  species  as  endangered 
was  in  1982. 

The  Borax  Lake  chub  is  a  dwarf  species  of  the  Alvord 
chub  (the  Gila).  Unlike  the  Alvord  chub,  which  is 
widespread  in  the  Alvord  Basin,  the  Borax  Lake  chub  is 
found  only  in  Borax  Lake. 

According  to  the  Recovery  Plan  written  by  the  U  .S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  (USFWS),  the  present  population 
of  the  Borax  Lake  chub  approximates  historical  figures. 
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Threats  to  its  continued  existence  are  from  human- 
induced  or  natural  events  rather  than  from  genetic  drift, 
inbreeding  or  other  genetic  problems.  Maintenance  of 
a  certain  number  of  individuals  is  not  as  important  to  the 
survival  of  the  Borax  Lake  chub  as  is  protection  of  the 
aquifer  and  shoreline. 

Consultation  between  BLM  and  USFWS  in  1980  in- 
cluded input  from  U.S.  Geological  Survey  (USGS), 
Oregon  Department  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  (ODFW)  and 
the  geothermal  industry  and  resulted  in  establishment 
of  the  following  protection  measures: 

(1)  A  buffer  zone  one-half  mile  around  Borax  Lake  and 
the  springs  to  the  north  inside  which  no  exploratory 
drilling  would  occur; 

(2)  Required  monitoring  at  Borax  Lake  and  the  springs 
to  the  north  associated  with  any  exploratory  drilling;  and 

(3)  A  requirement  that  wells  be  rendered  as  harmless 
as  possible  to  the  Borax  Lake  ecosystem  should  any 
geothermal  exploration  company  be  informed  by  BLM 
that  their  activities  may  be  affecting  water  quality  or 
quantity  in  Borax  Lake  or  the  springs. 

To  provide  added  protection  to  the  Borax  Lake  chub, 
BLM  designated  public  land  near  Borax  Lake  as  an 
Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  (ACEC)  on 
October  5, 1982. 


Recent  Events 


On  July  3, 1 990,  BLM  issued  an  environmental  analysis 
for  public  comment  for  Anadarko's  proposal  to  drill  two 
more  wells,  this  time  to  2,500  feet  and  including  a  flow 
test  of  four  hours  each.  Anadarko  also  proposed  to 
deepen  the  October  1989  well  to  2,500  feet.  The 
proposed  wells  are  more  than  one-half  mile  southwest 
of  Borax  Lake. 

A  Decision  Record  (issued  November  8, 1990)  was  to 
allow  proposed  exploratory  drilling,  subject  to  stringent 
mitigation  measures  designed  to  protect  the  habitat  of 
the  Borax  Lake  chub.  However,  BLM  received  three 
appeals  on  this  decision.  One  was  from  the  Oregon 
Natural  Resources  Council  and  one  came  from  the 
Sierra  Club  Legal  Defense  Fund  on  behalf  of  the  Sierra 
Club,  the  Wilderness  Society,  the  Portland  Audubon 
Society,  the  Oregon  Natural  Desert  Association  and 
Oregon  Trout.  The  third  appeal  was  from  Grant  County 
Conservationists. 


BLM  has  sent  a  complete  original  administrative  record 
to  the  Interior  Board  of  Land  Appeals  (IBLA)  for  their 
consideration.  Until  IBLA  reaches  a  decision,  no  drilling 
or  flow  testing  will  be  permitted. 

Long-Term  Monitoring 

The  Burns  BLM  District  is  undertaking  long-term  moni- 
toring at  Borax  Lake  through  cooperation  with  The 
Nature  Conservancy  (leaseholder  at  Borax  Lake), 
USFWS,  ODFW  and  the  Bonneville  Power  Administra- 
tion (BPA). 

BPA  has  arranged  for  U.S.  Geological  Survey  involve- 
ment in  the  initial  design  of  a  hydrologic  monitoring 
program  with  $34,000  from  BPA  and  $12,500  from 
BLM  to  date.  The  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  and 
The  Nature  Conservancy  are  providing  $10,000  and 
$3,000,  respectively,  to  obtain  detailed  information  on 
the  life  history  of  the  Borax  Lake  chub  and  to  determine 
the  effects  of  temperature  on  its  reproduction  and 
habitat  use.  The  Nature  Conservancy  and  BLM  are 
providing  $9,000  each  to  evaluate  the  seasonal  abun- 
dance, distribution  and  composition  of  food  resources 
and  also  to  conduct  ongoing  monitoring  of  the  chub's 
population.  BLM  is  collecting  data  on  local  weather  and 
on  the  temperature,  level,  and  quality  of  water  at  Borax 
Lake.  BPA  and  BLM  are  obtaining  air  photos  coverage 
for  a  detailed  topographic  map  of  the  lake  and  sur- 
rounding areas. 

In  a  related  concern  about  the  effects  of  potential  power 
production  in  the  area,  ODFW  has  placed  radio  collars 
on  some  of  the  bighorn  sheep  to  learn  more  about  route 
and  timing  of  migration. 

Conclusions 

Amid  commercial  and  environmental  interest  in  Borax 
Lake  and  its  resident  endangered  species,  BLM  is 
exercising  its  multiple  use  mandate.  Efforts  are  being 
undertaken  to  protect  and  sustain  sensitive  resource 
values  while  providing  an  opportunity  for  exploration  for 
domestic  energy  sources.

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Emergency  Fire  Rehabilitation  Efforts 


In  August  1990,  a  number  of  separate  wildfires  burned 
over  105,000  acres  of  private,  State,  National  Forest 
and  BLM  lands  in  Harney  County.  About  a  third  of  the 
burned  areas  (33,000  acres)  was  within  the  Burns  BLM 
District.  The

fires  was 
loss  of  pro- 
tective veg- 
e  t  a  t  i  o  n 
cover.

Fences  were  repaired  in  numerous  locations  where 
they  had  been  cut  or  bulldozed  during  fire  line  construc- 
tion. 

Emergency  rehab  measures  necessitated  requests  for 
funding  and  extensive  planning  and  logistics  work. 
Over  120  tons  of  various  types  of  seed  were  ordered, 
mixed  and  stored.  Different  types  of  equipment  (includ- 
ing rangeland  drills,  cats,  graders,  tractors,  dump  trucks 
and  helicopters,  along  with  operators)  were  obtained. 
Other  preliminary  work  included  development/award- 
ing of  contracts,  design/procurement  of  materials,  and 
arranging  of  personnel  for  rehab  work. 

Seedings,  using  both  aerial  and  drilling  methods,  were 
started  in  areas  with  high  erosion  potential  to  establish 
a  protective  vegetative  cover  for  soil  stabilization.  A 
variety  of  seed  mixes  (involving  predominantly  native 
grass,  forbs  and  shrub  species)  was  utilized  to  enhance 
vegetative  diversity.  Construction  of  various  types  of 
channel  and  soil  stabilization  measures  (including  straw 
bales  and  rock  check  dams,  juniper  tree  and  rock 
riprap,  and  contour  tree  felling)  were  initiated  to  control 
the  speed  and  amount  of  overland  water  flow.  Silt 
retention  dams  were  repaired  or  constructed  to  capture 


sediments  and  control  water.  Drainage  work  was  initi- 
ated on  strategic  roads  susceptible  to  structural  dam- 
age from  increased  overland  water  flow.  Construction 
began  on  fences  to  protect  burned  areas  from  livestock 

grazing  and  al- 
low vegetation 
reestablish- 
ment.  Atimber 
sale  was 
scheduled  for 
salvage  of 
burned  trees  in 
a  timely  man- 
ner to  cause 
less  damage  to 
the  soil,  mini- 
mize the  pos- 
sibility of  bark 
beetle  infesta- 
tions, and  en- 
sure the  high- 
est economic 
recovery.

To  measure  the  success  of  treatments,  a  number  of 
monitoring  plots  have  been  established  on  treated  and 
nontreated  areas  within  the  burned  area.  Collection  of 
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information  over  many  years  will  enable  land  manage- 
ment agencies  such  as  BLM  to  refine  treatments  to 
rehabilitate  burned  lands.  This  monitoring  will  also 
provide  valuable  information  on  fire  ecology  for  differ- 
ent ecosystems/plant  communities.

Wilderness  Review        Gold  Exploration 


Section  603  of  the  Federal  Land  Management  and 
Policy  Act  of  1976  requires  that,  within  15  years  of  its 
passage,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  "review  those 
roadless  areas  of  five  thousand  acres  or  more  and 
roadless  islands  of  the  public  lands,  identified  during 
the  inventory  required  by  Section  201  (a)  of  this  Act  as 
having  wilderness  characteristics."  The  15-year  period 
ends  in  1991. 

The  Burns  District  completed  and  submitted  Wilder- 
ness Study  Reports  with  Wilderness  recommendations 
to  the  Oregon  State  Office  on  23  Wilderness  Study 
Areas  in  January,  1991. 

This  culminated  the  District's  Wilderness  Review  pro- 
cess which  started  in  1978  with  inventorying  of  the 
entire  district  (3.36  million  acres)  for  wilderness  values. 
Of  that  total  acreage,  there  were  1.6  million  acres 
determined  to  meet  the  wilderness  criteria.  After  an 
intensive  inventory  process  was  completed  in  1980,  the 
acreage  for  wilderness  study  was  further  reduced,  this 
time  to  1 ,075,337  acres  in  23  Wilderness  Study  Areas. 
Since  completion  of  the  study  phase,  the  District  has 
recommended  10  areas  totaling  300,723  acres  for 
designation  as  Wilderness. 

Until  Congress  acts  on  these  recommendations  the 
BLM  will  continue  to  manage  the  1,075,337  acres 
within  the  Wilderness  Study  Areas  under  Interim  Man- 
agement Policy  and  Guidelines.

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  a  low-level  of  gold 
exploration  activity  on  Burns  District.  During  Fiscal 
Year  1990,  only  six  notices  of  intent  were  received; 
there  were  no  Plans  of  Operation  received.  (A  Notice  of 
Intent  is  typically  required  for  exploration  activity  that 
disturbs  five  acres  or  less.  Disturbance  of  more  than 
five  acres  requires  a  Plan  of  Operations.) 

The  mining  industry,  however,  has  shown  interest 
recently  in  two  parcels  of  public  land  in  the  Three  Rivers 
Resource  Area  where  mineral  and  surface  ownership 
were  acquired  through  a  donation  from  the  private 
landowners. 

On  acquired  lands,  mineral  regulations  restrict  the 
mineral  industry  from  engaging  in  any  exploration  activ- 
ity other  than  casual  use  without  first  submitting  a  Plan 
of  Operations.  This  restriction  disregards  the  five-acre 
rule  referenced  above. 

If  a  Plan  of  Operations  is  filed  for  these  two  parcels,  an 
assessment  would  occurthrough  the  NEPA  process  to 
ensure  consideration  of  all  multiple-use  values  in  deter- 
mining whether  any  proposed  actions  should  be  per- 
mitted. 
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The  Burns  District  Volunteer  Program 


There  has  been  an  active  Volunteer  Program  on  the 
Burns  BLM  District  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1990, 
volunteers  donated  approximately  3,000  hours  of  ser- 
vices which  were  valued  at  over  $38,000.  These 
activities  covered  a  diversity  of  interests  ranging  from 
wilderness  and  wildlife  related  projects  to  assistance  of 
an  office  nature.  The  largest  number  of  hours  contrib- 
uted (1,334)  was  by  students  and  advisors  from  the 
Catlin  Gable  School  of  the  preparation,  tabulation  of 
surveillance  forms  and  document  enhancement),  24 
hours  for  fence  removal,  30  hours  constructing  a  buck 
and  pole  fence,  20  hours  in  Wilderness  Study  Area 
(WSA)  reclamation,  and  1 0  hours  each  in  WSA  photog- 
raphy and  surveillance. 

Campground  hosting  is  a  popular  volunteer  effort  each 
year,  and  the  district  tallied  960  contributed  hours  alone 
by  hosts  at  Fish  Lake  and  Chickahominy  campgrounds. 

Other  volunteer  activities  recognized  in  1990  are  as 
follows: 

*  Ellis  Mason,  a  Harney  County  resident,  main- 
tained wildlife  projects  (72  hours).  Helen  Davis, 
anothercounty  resident,  gathered  and  catalogued 
historical  information  and  materials  on  the  Riddle 
Brothers  Ranch  on  the  Steens  Mountain  (92 
hours). 


*  Members  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  4x4  Club  built 
a  pole  fence  on  the  Little  Blitzen  River  (100 
hours). 

*  Two  individuals  assisted  district  receptionist  and 
mail/file  clerk  (92  hours). 

*  Litter  was  collected  from  WSAs  (24  hours).

Ensure  that  60  percent  (1 ,142  acres)  of  streamside  riparian  habitat  is  showing  improvement. 

Accomplishments 

Grazing  management  designed  to  improve  rangeland  resources  has  been  intensified  on  1 2  allotments,  encompass- 
ing approximately  650,000  acres.  These  grazing  prescriptions  were  formulated  in  part  from  information  obtained 
through  allotment  evaluations  which  help  identify  forage  availability  and  improvement  needs  by  allotment.

Water  Resources  and  Riparian  Habitat 


Objectives 

Modify  existing  grazing  systems  to  provide  rest  during  critical  times  of  the  growing  season  for  herbaceous  and  woody 
key  riparian  vegetation  species. 

Reestablish  and/or  maintain  a  healthy  willow  population  along  streams  within  some  of  the  allotments  where  grazing 
systems  are  modified. 

Accomplishments 

Waterhole,  guzzler  and  spring  developments  have  contributed  an  additional  97  water  sources  on  public  lands  over 
the  past  1 0  years.  This  additional  water  helps  distribute  livestock  use  over  a  larger  area,  thereby  reducing  grazing 
pressure  around  individual  watering  sources.  The  additional  waterdevelopments  also  help  disperse  wildlife,  making 
them  less  susceptible  to  hunting  and  predation.  Wetland  projects,  primarily  aimed  at  benefiting  waterfowl,  have  been 
completed  in  north  Catlow  Valley  and  at  Pueblo  Slough. 

Improved  riparian  areas  many  time  are  directly  related  to  implementation  of  intensive  grazing  management  systems 
which  dictate  extent  and  time  of  grazing  use.  Recent  Bureauwide  objectives,  set  to  improve  riparian  areas,  should 
increase  the  use  of  such  management  systems. 

Soils  and  Watershed 

Objectives 

Stabilize  gullies  and  fragile  soil  areas,  and  where  feasible,  improve  stream  water  quality. 

Provide  special  management  to  protect  riparian  zones  and  perennial  supply  and  quality  in  six  watersheds: 

Trout  Creek 

Blitzen  River 

Pueblo  Mountains 

Home  Creek/Three  Mile  Creek/Skull  Creek 

East  side  drainage  of  the  Steens 

Blitzen  drainages  (including  Indian  and  Little  Blitzen  Creeks) 
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Improve  vegetative  cover  in  all  other  watersheds  which  have  potential  for  improvement. 

Accomplishments 

The  implementation  of  grazing  systems  which  define  how  and  when  the  area  is  grazed  continues  to  provide  the  best 
results  for  protecting  riparian  zones  and  associated  watersheds.  Systems  have  been  installed  in  the  Trout  Creek 
watershed  and  along  the  east  side  of  the  Steens  with  positive  results. 

Exclusion  of  livestock  in  Big  Indian,  Little  Indian  and  Little  Blitzen  Gorges  has  enhanced  these  watersheds  and 
associated  riparian  areas  while  improving  fish  habitat  and  recreation  opportunities. 

Wild  Horse  Management 

Objectives 

Maintain  wild  horse  populations  in  active  Herd  Management  Areas  (HMAs)  within  specified  management  levels  as 
follows:

Provide  6,580  AUMs  of  forage  to  support  wild  horses  within  management  numbers. 

Eliminate  existing  forage  conflict  between  wild  horses  and  bighorn  sheep  in  the  Alvord  Peak  area  by  removing  wild 
horses. 


Accomplishments 

Wild  horse  populations  are  being  maintained  in  accordance  with  specific  herd  management  plans.  The  current 
forage  allocation  of  5,736  AUMs  is  adequate  to  maintain  present  herd  levels.  Most  horses  have  been  removed  from 
non-herd  areas,  eliminating  conflicts  with  other  resource  values.  Wild  horses  have  been  removed  from  the  Alvord 
Peak  area.

Accomplishments 

All  proposed  ACECs  have  been  designated.  Grazing  systems  and  associated  range  improvements,  designed  to 
complement  special  values  within  each  ACEC,  have  been  implemented.  Also,  Mickey  Basin  RNA  has  been  fenced 
to  protect  its  natural  values. 

Recreation 

Objectives 

Maintain  campgrounds  at  Page  Springs  and  Fish  Lake. 

Provide  primitive  camping  at  Jackman  Park,  Lily  Lake,  Mann  Lake  and  near  Cottonwood  Creek  (Pueblo  Mountains). 

Exclude  livestock  grazing  from  Lily  Lake  Campground  and  sensitive  habitat  area  (lake  shore). 

Identify  potential  for  expansion  of  overnight  facilities  on  the  Steens. 

Develop  an  interpretive  program  and  a  visitor  management  program  for  the  Steens  Mountain. 

Enhance  hunting  and  fishing  opportunities. 
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Acquire  voluntary  easements  from  private  landowners  for  public  access  to  significant  areas  of  public  land  for  which 
there  is  no  current  legal  access. 

Designate  a  route  through  the  Steens  and  Pueblo  Mountains  forthe  Desert  Trail  (including  a  route  through  the  Alvord 
Desert  for  winter  use). 

Establish  "No  Winter  Use  Area"  on  the  Steens  (except  as  authorized  by  the  District  Manager  on  a  case-by-case 
basis). 

Manage  vehicle  use  on  Steens  Summit  area  under  existing  vehicle  control  plan. 

Close  the  South  Loop  Road  from  4  miles  east  of  Blitzen  Crossing  to  the  Big  Indian  scenic  view. 

Manage  ORV  use  as  prescribed  in  the  District  ORV  Management  Plan. 

Accomplishments 

The  Page  Springs,  Fish  Lake  and  Jackman  Park  Campground  facilities  have  been  expanded  to  include  20  additional 
campsites.  Potable  water  is  also  available  at  these  campgrounds.  Primitive  camping  opportunities  are  provided  at 
Mann  Lake  and  Cottonwood  Creek.  Lily  Lake  provides  some  fire  pits  and  picnic  tables;  and  fencing  has  been 
recommended  to  keep  livestock  out  of  this  immediate  area. 

Minerals 

Objectives 

Keep  public  lands  open  for  exploration,  development  or  collection  of  mineral  resources  while  maintaining  natural 
systems  and  protecting  sensitive  areas. 

Review  plans  of  operation  for  special  management  areas  and  design  mitigation  measures  to  protect  the  special 
values  of  the  area  without  jeopardizing  the  operation. 

Control  minerals  and  energy-related  activities  to  minimize  surface  disturbance  and  visual  intrusions  in  special 
management  areas  according  to  their  individual  management  prescriptions. 

Continue  salable  and  recreational  minerals  programs  under  present  management. 

Lease  all  tracts  currently  under  application  for  fluid  energy  mineral  leasing. 

Protect  high-valued  resources  (visual  resources,  special  status  species,  crucial  wildlife  habitat,  WSAs,  recreational 
values  and  nonreclaimable  lands)  with  standard  lease  stipulations. 

Identify  "no  surface  occupancy"  or  "restricted  occupancy"  areas  on  a  site-specific  basis  through  environmental 
review  of  individual  plans  of  operation. 

Accomplishments 

Salable  and  recreation  material  permits  continue  to  be  issued  as  needed.  The  number  of  material  sites  is  currently 
meeting  public  demand. 

Cultural  Resources 

Objectives 

Protect  known  cultural  and  historic  resources  from  unnecessary  loss,  or  lessen  impacts  to  these  resources  through 
procedures  prescribed  by  law  and  regulation. 
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Conduct  inventories  and  clearance  surveys  in  advance  of  surface  disturbing  projects  to  ensure  that  significant 
archaeological  and  historic  resources  are  not  negatively  affected. 

Accomplishments 

The  nomination  of  all  identified  high  quality  sites  to  the  National  Register  and  routine  site  monitoring  to  protect  sites 
from  vandalism  has  not  been  accomplished  due  to  other  higher  funding  priorities. 

Site-specific  inventories,  in  advance  of  surface  disturbing  or  land  disposal  projects,  occur  prior  to  all  actions. 
Mitigating  measures  are  incorporated  into  project  design  features  where  appropriate. 

Special  Status  Species  (Botanical) 

Objectives 

Protect  known  or  suspected  habitats  of  sensitive,  threatened  or  endangered  plants  of  federal  or  state  concern. 

Conduct  inventories  to  more  specifically  define  population  boundaries,  essential  habitat,  and  the  distribution  and 
abundance  of  plants  of  special  concern. 

Accomplishments 

Inventories  have  been  completed  on  all  Federal  candidate  plant  species  to  define  population  boundaries  and  critical 
habitats.  Known  populations  are  being  protected  through  project-specific  mitigations  or  from  grazing  systems 
designed  to  improve  plant  vigor. 

Lands/Realty/Access 

Objectives 

Designate  existing  1 1 5-kV  transmission  lines  as  2,000-feet  wide  utility  corridors;  and  designate  special  state,  county 
and  BLM  roads  as  transportation  rights-of-ways. 

Existing  utility  corridors  with  Harney  Electric  Cooperative  for  1 15-kV  transmission  lines  are  as  follows: 

*  From  Frenchglen  to  Fields,  paralleling  State  Highway  205  and  a  county  road. 

*  From  Fields,  east  near  Whitehorse  Ranch,  to  the  Vale  District  boundary. 

*  From  Fields  to  Denio,  Nevada,  paralleling  a  county  road. 

Existing  transportation  corridors  are: 

*  County  road  from  Folly  Farm  (on  Highway  78)  to  Denio. 

*  County  road  from  Fields  to  Roaring  Springs  Ranch. 

*  County  road  from  Trout  Creek  to  Whitehorse  Ranch. 

*  State  Highway  205. 

*  County  road  from  Denio  to  Trout  Creek  via  Cottonwood  Creek. 

*  County  and  BLM  road  from  "P"  Hill  area  to  Hart  Mountain  Refuge. 

*  County  road  from  Reichen's  Corner  to  Jack  Mountain  Road,  and 

*  State  Highway  78. 

Designate  proposed  Pacific  Power  and  Light/Bonneville  Power  Administration  transmission  line  route  (with 
modifications)  as  a  2,000-feet  wide  utility  corridor  (for  more  specific  location,  see  Map  6,  Andrews  Land  Use  Plan 
Proposed  Actions,  August  2,  1982). 

Retain  in  Federal  ownership  all  lands  identified  as  Zone  1  in  the  Andrews/Drewsey  Land  Use  Plan  Amendment, 
approved  in  1989  (MFPA). 
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Exchange  lands  identified  as  Zone  2  in  the  MFPA  for  other  lands  in  either  Zone  1  or  Zone  2  with  greater  diversity 
or  higher  resource  values. 

Dispose  of  lands  identified  as  Zone  3  in  the  MFPA  through  either:  1 )  exchange  for  higher  value  lands  in  Zone  1  or 
2;  or  2)  sale. 

Proceed  with  the  Casey,  McLean  and  Hammond  land  exchanges. 

Accomplishments 

Land  tenure  adjustments  with  private  parties  have  resulted  in  the  acquisition  of  approximately  1 6,000  acres,  and  the 
conveyance  of  approximately  1 7,000  acres  since  inception  of  the  plan.  In  addition,  the  resource  area  has  also  gained 
approximately  75,000  acres  through  exchanges  with  the  state  of  Oregon.  All  existing  and  proposed  utility  corridors 
have  been  designated  and  rights-of-way  authorized  on  all  designated  public  roads. 

The  Hammond  and  McLean  exchanges  have  been  completed  and  the  Casey  exchange  canceled.  The  Thompson, 
Defenbaugh  and  Wildhorse  Ranch  exchanges  are  currently  underway  with  expected  completions  in  FY  91 . 

Fire  Management 

Objectives 

Develop  a  fire  management  plan  in  which  fire  suppression  activities  would  be  divided  into  three  categories, 
consistent  with  other  resource  management  objectives: 

1 .  Priority  suppression  -  most  aggressive  effort 

2.  Normal  suppression 

3.  Limited  suppression  -  least  aggressive  effort 

Accomplishments 

Fire  suppression  actions  are  consistent  with  BLM  Manual  guidance.  Priority  suppression  is  given  to  all  newfire  starts, 
both  natural  and  human-caused.  In  multiple  fire  situations,  suppression  action  is  based  on  priorities  of  the  values 
at  risk. 

An  Escaped  Fire  Situation  Analysis  (EFSA)  is  completed  by  Line  Managers  and  the  District  Fire  Management  Official 
to  guide  suppression  actions  for  all  fires  escaping  initial  attack.  In  a  multiple  fire  situation,  when  the  number  of  fires 
burning  exceeds  the  fire  fighting  resources  available,  fires  in  low  priority  areas  may  not  receivef  ull  suppression  action 
because  priority  is  given  to  those  fires  posing  the  greatest  threat  to  life,  property  and  resources.
